bone ash with common oil of vitriol. 
The important point is that it has 
been established that plants to which 
arsenical manure is applied take up 
arsenic in .their tissues. Cabbages and 
turnips gathered from fields manured 
•with superphosphate nave given un- 
mistakable evidence of the presence of 
arsenic. It is probable that arsenic 
accumulates in the soil which Is con- 
stantly being dressed with superphos-1 
phale, so .that plants raised on such 
soil would absorb arsenic, aad exer- 
eiss an ln*ar!cws effect on the health 
of man and animals. 
The question 


arises, therefore, may not the arsenic 
In malt be traceable to the somewhat 
laxge amount of arsenic Inevitably 
present In artificial Jnanuree? This 
aspect of £fie subject Is very serious, 
and needs further inquiry. We shall
